Obolos Web Auction 9 (March 18) 

Probably one of the more exciting web auctions this week is from Obolos (the Nomos 
web auction sister company). This auction features the third installment from the 
illustrious Stoecklin collection. Coinsweekly features a nice write-up on the collector.

The Stoecklin portion of the auction is 486 coins of the Roman and Byzantine type, 
however, there are an additional 358 coins also being offered through this web auction. 
Stoecklin bought privately from some of the biggest auction houses/dealers in the 
1940’s and later. While some coins are not in wonderful condition, their pedigree 
history makes them enormously enticing for collectors of today.

Kiinker Live Auction 304 (March 19) 

Kiinker has a fabulous few days of auctions coming up early next week. The one that I 
am focusing on is on March 19 and features an impressive collection of Roman 
Republican bronze coinage from the collector Eberhard Link. Many of the coins have 
auction pedigrees going back several years. Early Republican bronzes are not routinely 
coming to auction in large groups so it is delightful to see such a complete collection be 
offered at one time. Quality levels vary but this portion of the sale will certainly draw 
much interest. 

There are 1,635 lots offered on the 19th of March including the Eberhard Link 
Collection. One wonderful feature I’d like to point out is that Kiinker is providing 
bidders with past pedigree information if it is known by partnering with ExNumis. 
Saving customer’s a lot of time and money, Kiinker is providing ExNumis with coins 
from their auction in advance so they can attempt to find pedigree information. If 
something is found then it will be shown with a photo from the referenced pedigreed 
catalog in the description. Please remember though that while ExNumis is a wonderful 
service it is not error proof. One shouldn’t give up on finding a pedigree if a search 
comes up fruitless.

Bertolami E-Live Auction 57 (March 25) 

I don’t regularly bid in the Bertolami auctions but this one is worth your attention. 
Bertolami has managed to acquire a few interesting collections, the Pavlos Pavlou 
collection of Ptolemaic coinage and the Simonetta Collection of Parthian coins. The 
auction is 604 lots in total. While many of the coins from the Parthian collection are not 
mint state, they are nonetheless interesting because of the collection they come from. 
Alberto Simonetta has published extensively on the Parthian series and his books are 
used as references for collectors.

The earlier Republican denarii often show an image of Roma on the obverse and either a 
quadrige or some form of horse and rider on the reverse. What differentiates these interesting 
early types in many cases are the interesting symbols which can be found. In this case we see 
a delightful donkey behind the head of Roma.
